CONFERENCE WITH THE 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The interv ev between Commis 
sioner Webb and five of the 
school trustees on last Saturday, 
resulted in clearing up some mis- 
uaderstardings and paving the 
way to a satisfactory. solution of 
the existing difficaliies. The trus- 
tees will probably be relieved of 
the irksome duty of auditing bills, 
a relief for which they will be 
grateful. In regard to the ap 
pointment of teachers and janitors, 
the commiesioners expressed no 
intention to interfere with the 
right of nomination by trustees, 
but wish t» prese ibe methods by 
which no person can be placed on 
duty without first being duly en- 
tered on the pay rolls, and by 
which selections shail be made 
from lists of persons pronounced 
co npetent and well qualified; that 
is, tbe civil service principle will 
be adopted and appointments will 
be safeguarded from all political 
influence and personal favoritism. 
With the vie vs of Commissioner 
Webb, as giver’ in detail, the 
trustees present were pleased, and 
there is now a fair prospect of an 
amicable adjustment of differences 
and of cordial co operation be- 
tween the parties. 

It is unnecessary to add, that the 
bill drawn up by Mr. Hovey, and 
commonly Known as the “ex-trus- 
tees bill,’ was not favored by the 
trustees present, being regarded 
as a revival ofa board of ment 
members, an experiment whic 
was fully and fairly tried before 
1882, and proved to be a 
fuilure. Under its influence the 
schools became almost stationary, 
the annual increase in attendance 
having. dwindled down to about 
300, showing that the school did 
not keep pace with the population, 
a'.d the trustees hope that, “under 
the new regime, they will contin- 
ue to do so.
